the steam er Essex of that line, and 
six or eight barges loaded with cot­ 
ton, rosin, etc. 
The damage is esti­ 
mated at from $5uO,OO0 to $2,000,000. 
The flames originated 
from some 
unknown cause aboard 
a mud scow 
moored against the steamship dock 
and the latter was very soon a mass 
of flames, 
fed by the 
inflammable 
freight wi**' which the building, over 
COO feet long, was stored. 
The fire 
leaped to barges, freighted with cot­ 
ton and rosin, that were moored near 
by. 
and these 
were 
set adrift 
as 
quickly as possible. 
Some of them 
floated across the harbor to the South 
Side aud greatly endangered lumber­ 
yards there. 
The steam er Essex of 
the Merchants & Miners* line caught 
and was soon a mass of flames from 
end to end, and though she. too, was 
set adrift, a rosin-laden barge along­ 
side her made it impossible to save 
her. 
The scene of the fire, at W est 
Falls avenue and Block street, is in 
a part of the harbor backed by very 
extensive lumberyards, but the direc­ 
tion of the wind indicates that these 
will not be destroyed.'* 
At 3:lh a. rn. the fire at the docks 
was apparently under control, but the 
blazing barges that floated across the 
harbor are burning fiercely and tao 
firemen are making heroic efforts to 
prevent the dames spreading to prop­ 
erty on that side of the harbor. 
Estim ates of the damage 
run as

as $2,000,000.

Savannah 
docks are said by the employes of the

to have

destroyed. 
The 
burning 
hulk

Essex 
floated across to the southern side of 
the harbor, endangering 
vessels in 
M eacham’s 
shipyard, especially 
the 
new fotir-masted schooner Salisbury. 
At 3:45 a. rn. the 
flames on both 
sides of the harbor appeared to be un­ 
der control. 
The crew of the Essex, numbering 
about forty men, are said to have been 
on board when I lit* fire broke out, but 
it is impossible to ascertain whether 
there were any fatalities.

Party Sidetracked at Glasgow, 


Montana, Because Bridge is 
Destroyed 


Glasgow, Mont., J u n e 9, 1906. 
To My B rainerd Friends.—I th o u g h t 
my friends would be interested to know 
of my experience on my western trip. I t 
is decidedly different from a n y th in g 
which ever cam e my way before, and 
thinking it q u ite impossible to w rite to 
each and everyone, I took this m ethod 
of inform ing you. 
O ur party cam e up the M ississippi on 
the houso boat “ Id le r” and reached St. 
Paul T uesday evening. 
We left th e 
next m orning a t 10:20 a. rn. on th e Ori- 
nental L im ited over the G reat N o rth ­ 
ern. 
All wont W’ell until we reached 
Williston, N. D., where we were sid e­ 
tracked for tw elve hours on account of 
a w ashout. 
T h a t being repaired 
we 
moved on again until T hursd ay m orn ­ 
ing whon we reached this little town of 
Glasglow, Mont., and were p u t on tho 
side track again, where we still rem ain; 
42 hours up to th e present time. 
Hero 
we ran into th e worst flood and cloud 
b u rst th a t th e natives have known 
for 
20 years. 
T h e river here is a little creek 
ordinarily, b u t is now four miles wide. 
People have lost th eir homes anil ra n c h ­ 
men th e ir stock and the grain is all 
washed out. 
O ne ranchm an lost 7,000 
sheep, which m eans a whole fortu ne to 
him. 
T h e w ashout ahead of us m eans 
a long stre tc h of track ahead of us gone 
and a b r id g e gone. 
A wrecking train 
was im m ediately sent to the scene and 
went onto th e 
weak bridge and im m e­ 
diately went down. 
All one can see of 
the engine is th e smoke stack sticking 
out*, 
H ow ever, ano ther w recking train 
was sent for on this division an d has 
been a t work ever since. 
No one was 
h u rt on th e tra in th a t went down ex­ 
cept the fireman, who was badly in ju r­ 
ed, so wto feel th a t we had a narrow es­ 
cape from a good , ducking in th e river 
and th n some. 
W e ran out of provisions som ew hat, 
th a t is we had 
plonty for th e diners, 
bu t after rem aining here over th irty 
hours tho com pany fed tho passangers 
in the forw ard cars, so th a t they were 
all fed a t th e hotel at this place. 
We 
all have plenty to eat and good beds so 
we are all right. 
O ur party has th e en ­ 
tire rear car. all of the co m partm ents in 
the car. and it is an observation car 
with a fine library, with plenty of good 
reading including all the late books and 
magazines. 
Some of our party walked up to the 
o utsk irts of th e town this afternoon to 
watch them sh e a r sheep with m achines. 
L ast night th e passengers from th e p a r­ 
lor car and sleepers and our car all went 
up town to a dance where we saw m any 
aiuuMng things. 
T he 
cowboys wore 
high boots and kept their h ats on. T hey 
made us very welcome and said they 
wereglad to see us there. We have done 
all the stores in town and been in the 
court house w here they are try in g a 
horse thief. 
I un derstan d he will bo 
sent up for a nu m b er of years. T h e case 
is continued for another day so we will 
not know w h a t th e outcome of it will be. 
We play bridge w hist a great deal of the 
time so th a t w ith our reading and sigh t 
seeing th e tim e does not seem long. T he 
-conductor ju s t—came along and told us 
th a t he th o u g h t we would move again 
about five o’clock and if we do we will 
be in L eavenw orth, Wash., tomorrow 
night a t m idnight.
